None of the above documents, taken singly or in combination, disclose all the features of the invention defined in 
claim 1 . Li particular, the documents do not teach or fairly disclose a container closure having a reservoir to hold 
a second material which is able to be mixed in a passage with a fluid from a container prior to exiting the 
container closure. Therefore the invention of claim 1, and appended claims 2 to 19, is considered to be novel and 
involve an inventive step over the above documents. 

Consequently the invention of claims 1 to 19 meets the requirements of Articles 33(2) and 33(3) of the PCT with 
regard to novelty and inventive step.
